Subsequently, Section 80125(g) has been
changed to clarify the status of educational evaluators. This
set of regulations proposes a very different approach to that
contained in current regulations which implement Education Code
Section 44065. All persons administering one ‘or more of these
functions as more.than one half of their assignment may be
affected by these regulations.
